Lou Gehrig’s disease gene discovered 


NEW YORK — Scientists have identified a gene that apparently caus- 
es Lou Gehrig’s disease, a breakthrough that suggests existing drugs 
might treat the illness. 

“I think it’s the biggest discovery so far (in research into Lou Gehrig’s 
disease),” said Lynn Klein, vice president of patient services for The ALS 
Association, which helped pay for the study. 

ALS stands for amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, which became known as 
Lou Gehrig’s disease for the New York Yankees star who died of the ill- 
ness in 1941. The progressively paralyzing disease affects an estimated 
30,000 Americans at any given time, according to the association. 

Faulty genes are blamed for only about 5 percent to 10 percent of cases. 

But the new discovery’s implications also may apply to sporadic cases, 
since genetic and sporadic ALS produce identical symptoms and progres- 
sion, researchers said. 

The gene normally helps the body destroy toxic substances called free 
radicals. If it is defective, it may lead to an excessive buildup of free radi- 
cals that then damages tissue, researchers said. 

If that causes ALS, drugs that destroy free radicals may be able to slow 
or halt the disorder, researchers said. 


Serbs kill food-searching Bosnians 


TUZLA, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian civilians, hungry despite air- 
dropped U.S. food and unable to withstand a Serb onslaught, braved 
deep snow and fighting Wednesday on a desperate trek to safety. 

At least 18 people were reported killed in the eastern enclave of 
Konjevic Polje when they tried to collect food and medicine dropped by 
U.S. planes. An unconfirmed Bosnian news report said 1,400 people 

_ Were missing and feared dead in nearby Cerska.’ 

Thousands of other residents reportedly were under fire in the area 
after Serb fighters drove them from their homes and burned villages. A 
U.N. official said some refugees were headed toward Tuzla, up to 30 
miles away across rugged terrain. ; 

The local military in the region said of the U.S. aid: “We feel like ani- 
mals to whom bait is being thrown to exterminate us with grenades.” 


Spending cuts added to reduce deficit 


WASHINGTON — The White House and conservative House 
Democrats reached a consensus Wednesday to add spending cuts to 
President Clinton’s deficit-reduction package — but only those they 
believe can muster majority support. 

One possibility: limiting annual cost-of-living increases in benefit pro- 
grams, except Social Security, to 1 percent below the rate of inflation. 

The strategy, which emerged from a meeting between lawmakers and 
White House budget director Leon Panetta, could head off a possible 
rebellion by fiscally conservative Democrats who want Clinton’s package 
to cut spending by more than he has proposed. 


As for efforts to find further budget cuts, Panetta and others said the — 


administration and Congress’ budget committees would work with con- 
servative Democrats toward that end. 


2 bodies found in Utah plane wreckage 


COALVILLE — The bodies of the pilot and a passenger were found 
amid the wreckage of a twin-engine cargo plane on a mountain 38 miles 
east of Coalville Wednesday, said Civil Air Patrol spokesman Jerry 
Wellman. 

Wellman said the wreckage was discovered by searchers aboard an 
Army helicopter sent out by Dugway Proving Grounds to inspect a suspi- 
cious-looking snowslide. Wellman said he is unsure which mountain the 
plane crashed on. 


The Cessna 402 took off from Salt Lake City Municipal Airport No. 2 


shortly after 5:30 a.m. Tuesday and was scheduled to land in Rawlins, 
Wyo., an hour later. : 

The plane carried unspecified cargo from the American Check 
Transport Co., based in Salt Lake City. : 

Wellman said the plane disappeared from radar south of Evanston, 
Wyo., at about 12,500 feet elevation. The aircraft was believed to be near 
the east fork of Bear River at the time of its reported disappearance. 

The Civil Air Patrol had 11 airplanes searching for the missing plane 
on Wednesday. Helicopters from Lifeflite, Utah Highway Patrol, Dugway 
Proving Grounds and two planes from the Utah Division of Wildlife 
Resources assisted the search.

LDS Church says film violates priva

Statements made in a new anti- 
LDS film, “God Makers II,” place 
the film’s producer beyond the lim- 
its of his First Amendment rights 
said a spokesman for The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints., 

The film “contains false and spu- 
rious statements that violate the 
privacy of individuals,” said Joe 
Walker, manager of media services 
for the Public Affairs Department 
of the LDS Church. 

The film accuses President 
Gordon B. Hinckley, first counselor 
in the First Presidency of the LDS 
Church, of personal conduct that is 
not in accordance with the moral 
standards of the Church. 

“God Makers II contains numer- 
ous false stateiaents that violate 
the privacy rights of individuals,” 
said attorney Patrick A. Shea in a 


letter to Patrick Matrisciana, pro- 
ducer of the film and president of 
Jeremiah Films. 

“Should you continue to distribute 
‘God Makers II’ with the portions 
containing the false statements, 


‘you do so at your legal: risk,” Shea 


said. 

President Hinckley requested an 
independent investigation to take 
place when he learned of the accu- 
sations in the film, Shea said. 

The Church hired Shea as inde- 
pendent counsel to investigate the 
allegations. 

During the course of the investi- 
gation, the non-LDS attorney found 
all the accusations to be “entirely 
false, without merit and done mali- 
ciously,” Walker said. ( 

He said there was no litigation 
pending at this time but that the 
possibility of legal action exists, 
especially in the case of right to 
privacy violations. “Normally we

Pass Brady gun bill 


The National Rifle Association aims at defending the right to bear arms at 
any price — but the public is growing less willing to pay. The NRA has already 
lost the Brady bill shootout. 

Despite NRA claims of overwhelming membership and endorsement, more 
Americans realize they not only stand behind the barrel of the NRA cause, but 
in front of it, too. The NRA defends the Second Amendment by targeting 
Americans’ public safety. 

The Brady gun bill, after drifting in and out of Congress for seven years, will 
finally rest after passage with support from President Clinton and Congress. 
The bill will establish a national waiting period of five business days before 
allowing purchase of a handgun. This period will allow law enforcement agen- 
cies to check applicants for criminal records or mental problems. It also serves 
as a cooling-off period for potential assailants, allowing time to reason and 
reconsider acting out of rage. 

But the NRA refuses to reason. It argues its strong opposition to the Brady 
bill is representative of public interest. Yet the bill has bipartisan support and 
endorsement from every major law enforcement agency in the United States. 
Polls reveal the bill is backed by more than 90 percent of the public. 

And with good reason. Mandatory waiting periods have proven effective in a 
number of states, including Minnesota and Hawaii. In New Jersey, such laws 
have prevented handgun purchases by more than 10,000 felons in a 20-year 
period. A Kansas House committee is pushing a 72-hour waiting period for 
handgun purchases, while the New Mexico legislature is debating a seven-day 
waiting period. 

In Clinton’s words, “You can’t be so fixated on that (right) that you’re unable 
to think: about the reality of life millions of Americans face on streets that are 
unsafe, under conditions that no other nation ... no other nation...has permitted 
to exist.” 

The Daily Universe believes the NRA’s lobbying efforts are wasted bullets. 
The Second Amendment is part of the Constitution, which is for the people, 
People want to live in safety. 


Utah should control 
day-care licensing 


Richard “Rocky” Christensen should be learning to talk right now, should be 
exploring his little world with eyes bright with wonder, should be filling his 
home with laughter and, perhaps, the hearts of his parents with some trepida- 
tion as he approaches “the terrible twos.” 

But the Christensens will never hear that laughter, because on Dec. 17, 1991, 
the three-month-old baby stopped breathing while in the home of day-care 
provider Jerri Sue Teuscher. He died the next day. 

Last month, Teuscher, a Salt Lake City resident, was found guilty of 
manslaughter. Assistant "Attorney General Robert Parrish said violent, sus- 
tained shaking of the baby had disloeated his spine from his skull. At the time 
of his death, Teuscher had been caring for 14.other children, although she was 
licensed to care for only six. And Teuscher was not unacquainted with death — 
another toddler in her care, a 23-month-old girl, stopped breathing and later 
died, although no charges were filed. Teuscher is also awaiting trial in the 1990 
fracture of a six-month-old baby’s leg. 

While such deaths eae not occur frequently, abuses of Utah’s day-care 
licensing system are all too common. Catherine, a 22-year-old elementary 
school teacher, spent the summer of 1991 working in a licensed day-care center 
where it was normal for one person to be in charge of five or six babies, rather 
than the mandated limit of four. 

“I'd try to play with one, and then another would start crying, and another 
would need his diaper changed,” Catherine said. “I was always going around in 
circles. I couldn’t give them one-on-one attention, and at that age, they need it.” 

‘ Other problems were common. Even when temperatures outside were swelter- 
ing, the day-care owner would turn off the air conditioner to save money, 
Catherine said. One teacher would spank the two- and three-year-olds in her 
charge when they misbehaved. And another had to supervise 20 children whose 
grade levels ranged from kindergarten to seventh grade, an “impossible” task, 
said Catherine. 

' Because 61 percent of Utah mothers work, an estimated 320,000 children 
need child care. Many of those children are receiving quality care in licensed 
centers or homes, but far.too many others must spend hours in deplorable con- 
ditions with unsupervised or untrained workers. 

_ The Daily Universe believes that Utah’s day-care licensing system must be 
‘changed. Licensing officials should receive more training so that abuses are 
‘less likely to go unnoticed. They should make more unannounced inspections, 
and should maintain open lines of communication with parents so that both 
sides are made aware of problems when they arise. 

The resulting benefits would far outweigh the added costs, because substan- 
dard day care today will only lead to more social and health roblems tomor- 
row, draining the state’s financial resources. We believe Utah’s children are 
Utah’s future, and they deserve quality care.

“Approaching a School in Zion.” The conference begins Monday and will last 
until March 13.

The focus 
of the discussions is how to improve your school and breathe life into ideals of 
education in religious living. 

The biggest sell factor of the conference is student participation. Finally, stu- 
dents can express ideas about their hopes and hindrances in BYU education. 
The voice of democracy finds an outlet. We encourage all to take advantage of 
the learning opportunities at the conference.

New narcotics squad 
gets Salt Lake support

Aimed at fighting battles in an 
escalating Salt Lake drug war, a 
newly formed narcotics squad is 
using community support to obtain 
its objective, said Salt Lake Chief 
of Police Ruben B. Ortega. 

Ortega, who has been police chief 
for three months, said the Salt 
Lake City police department is 
developing a community-oriented 
form of policing that works espe- 
cially close with citizens. 

“We’ve sat down with neighbor- 
hood leaders and we'll work on 
varying problems like gangs, graffi- 
ti, drugs, poor lighting and identi- 
fying problems as they occur in cer- 
tain neighborhoods,” Ortega said. 

“There’s been a constant concern 
about drug crimes and we'll focus 
on the nickel and dime dealers ... 
knowing that we'll run into the big 
dealers once and a while,” he said. 

Lt. Craig Geslison of the Provo 
police department said they’ve had

a narcotics squad for 10 years, 
resulting in several physical 
arrests and drug busts. 

Geslison said he’s seen drug users 
range from 12 years old to 50 years 
old. But, he sees a greater amount 
of users in their early 20s and late 
teens. The Provo narcotics squad 
has two officers, with a third one 
assigned to the county-wide task 
force. 

Ortega said the new squad will be 
able to respond more quickly than 
the county/metro narcotics team 
because the new squad is more 
localized, and it will work more 
closely with the community. 

Consisting of six detectives and 
one sergeant, the new squad will 
have stop-by investigations and 
surveillance that will grant search 
warrants for suspected drug deal- 
ers and users. 

He said if they encounter bigger 
dealers, the metro/county team 
would be brought in to form a unit- 
ed effort to solve the problem.

An out-of- 
state call made with a calling card 
costs 80 cents plus the cost of the 
call, while a call made using opera- 
tor assistance costs $1.88 plus the 
cost of the call. Having the operator 
actually do the dialing is even more 
expensive.
